AMERICA’S MESSAGE TO BRITAIN 


SUECESS OF MISSION DUE TO GOODWILL OF U.S. 


Demand For Men Met With Immediate Response — America 
Will Always Be Entitled to Gratitude, but Would Want Equal 
Credit Given To France, Britain and Italy 


. 

In his address before the Luncheon 
Club, which was attended by 300 per- 
sons, Lord Reading, after referring to 
the success of his mission in Ameri- 
ea as due to the generous good-will 
of the United States, expressed his 
thanks for that country’s tribute of 
high admiration for the efforts Great 
Britain had made in the war and the 
valor and heroism of her soldiers and 
sailors, which could only be describ- 
ed as “one of affection and love.” — 

When he first visited America, in 
1915, he said, he found the country 
neutral, but sympathetic. Qn_ his 
second visit he found America at 
war, and added: “Whenever the his- 
tory of the war comes to be written 
as to the part America has played, 
very high will rank the achievements 
of the administration and  legisla- 
ture which passed the eelective 
draft.” 

On his third visit he found that 
preparations were proceeding wi 
redoubled energy. He declared that 
the events in the beginning of March 
had awakened America, and added: 

“T shall never be abie to give ex- 
pression to the sympathy shown. 

When the demand for men was 
made, tha: which seemed an impos- 
sible thing became a living thing al- 
most as soon as put forward. At the 
game time the British found ships, 
cost what it may, and whatever else 
might happen America would always 
be entitled to the gratitude of Great 
Britain and France, he said. ; 

Lord Reading reminded his audi- 
ence of the change that had taken 
place in the situation at the front 
since America entered the war, No 
American would want him to say 
that America did it all, he said, but 
an American would want him to pay 
equal credit to the French and the 
British, and the Italians, He was 

roud of their valor and heroism, as 
if they had all been his own soldiers, 
he declared. 

He insisted that America was a 
mation of idealists, -adding:. “Too 
many in the past have been inclined 
to think Americans materialists, 
whereas Americans are ready to é6ac- 
rifice everything for an ideal, provid- 
ed the catfse is noble and just.” 

He did not believe, he said, that 
there was any room for criticism of 
America because she had not enter- 
ed the war sooner, for the head of 
the nation did not feel that the time 
was ripe or was not ready to take 
the responsibility until the nation 
had made up its mind. Now that 
America is in the war, he declared, 
one or the other of the world ideas 
must survive. . 

“We know positively,” 
“that democracy will triumph.” ; 

One thing that impressed any visi- 
tor to America, continued the Am- 
bassador, was the all-abiding faith 
in democracy, the unalterable opposi- 
tion to autocracy, the existence of 
which, Americans hold, means war. 

“No democracy ever sets out to 
plot for war,” he said. “True to the 
American spirit, once they have en- 
tered upon a path there will never 
be any turning back.” 

If there was a message he would 
to Britain from America it 
would be: “America is with you to 
the end, the only end possible—that 
is, until victory has been attained.” 


Jews Are Robbed 
And Then Expelled 


Government Rounding Them Up in 
Hungary and Deporting 
Them 


Jews for some time past have been 
rounded up by orders of the govern- 
ment in various parts of Hungary, 
according to a Budapest report to 
the Jewish Correspondence Bureau. 
Streets were barricaded and Jews are 
dragged to prison, These measures, 
especially, were directed against the 
Jews in Galicia from whgm _ large 
gums of money were taken by the 
police as a special tax after which 
they were escorted to the frontier. 

In a recent debate in the Hun- 
garian parliament, Premier Wekerle 
attempted to justify the measures 
by declaring that he had given ord- 
ers for the imposition of a special 
tax on Galician Jews and their ex- 

ulsion from the country because 

ey were undesirable foreigners. 


Well Fortified Capital of Finland 

Helsingfors, the capital of Finland, 
is one of the most interesting towns 
f Europe. Water seems to surround 
t on every side, It dates back to 
1550, when it was founded by the 
Swedish king, Gustayus Vasa, and 
the liberties of the town were im- 
mediately conferred upon the little 
hamlet as a special favor.. From the 
water side it is protected by the 
great fortress of Sveaborg, which is 
called the “Gibraltar of the Baltic,’ 
and of which one occasionally reads 
in the news despatches. The high- 
est point in Helsingfors is crowned 
by a great and imposing Imtheran 
Herth and the majority of the 
Finns are adherents of this faith. 


Rabbit Plague in New Zealand 

As a fair illustration of the rabbit 
est in certain portions of New Zea- 
and, and especially in the drier sec- 
tions of the South Island, it is stated 
hat on an estate lately taken over 
y the New Zealand government, 
comprising 12,446 acres of freehold 
and a pastoral run of 19,250 acres, 
there were killed or captured about 
120,000 rabbits in order to clear up 
the property so as to make it suit- 
able for the location of returned sol- 
diers.

Britain Assured 
A Bumper Harvest 


Only Once in Annals. of British Ag- 
riculture, in 1868, Has Harvest 
Been Better 


“What do your Canadian farmers 
and shippers think_of this bumper 
British harvest? We may grow four 
out of every five loaves we eat, in- 
stead of only two, as before the war. 
What of Ganada. then as_ Britain’s 
wheat granary?” The speaker was a 
well known British farming expert 
whom I met when traversing _ this 
week seven typical English agricul- 
tural counties. This tour confirmed 
the official estimate that only once 
in the annals of British agriculture, 
namely 1868, has a British harvest 
been better. - 

Government control gives the Eng- 
lishman his four pound loaf for nine 
pence, but the government minimum 
ensures the farmers 55 shillings per 
quarter for home grown wheat, 
while prices on other farm produce 
soared so high that the farmer coin- 
} ¢ got into a mid sum- 
mer panic over the army’s comb-out 
of farm labor, but saw thousands ‘of 
acres of wheat, barley and oats being 
stooked and carted quickly enough, 
with help allotted by soldiers. 

German prisoners, organized 
groups of school boys and corps of 
land girls are doing efficiently. 

The policy of the feed production. 
department, under the direction of 
Sir Charles Fielding, based on con- 
struction of ploughed land, yields 
three times the amount of food ob- 
tainable from grass land, and | if 
grass is devoted to raising beef the 
proportion will be’ still higher. 

It is a big question how far Brit- 


ain’s march toward self-sufficiency 
in foodstuffs, if continued, will “Af- 
fect Canada’s place in the market.

ported food, but what is quite cer- 
tain is that the working class 
bread pail must be kept full and must 
be made far cheaper.

The British at Baku. 


To Prevent the Huns From Using 
Oil Wells 


One of the surprises;of the sum- 
mer was the arrival at Baku, on the 
shore of the Caspian Sea, of a sniall 
British force, but in quality éxcelent; 
for had it been otherwise it could rot 
have performed its feat, which’ pos- 
sibly equals the up-country march of 
the Greek Ten Thousand in the days 
of Xenophon, 

Bagdad in Mesopotamia, was the 
expedition’s starting point, and-in a 
straight line, Baku, the objective? was 
600 miles distant—that is, as far as 
Quebec city is from Sudbury, Ont: 
Between the two points is a great 
variety of country, a considerable 


part being mountainous with roads 
not much better than bridle - paths. 
Wild tribesmen were encountered, 


and it seems some of them tried to 
block .the way. They did not suc- 
ceed and the expedition is at Baku. - 

Baku is a district of the Eastern 
Caucasus, fronting on the Caspian 
Sea, It has an area of fifteen thous- 
and square miles, being about three; 
fourths the area of our provitice of 
Nova Scotia, It is an agricultural 
country, but its importance now -is 
due to its rich oil fields, said to be 
the best in the world, They are near 
the town of Baku on the coast, 
Nearly two thousand oil wells were 
in operation before the war, produc- 
ing about.seven million tons of oil a 
year. 

Across the Caucasus, about due 
west on the Black Sea is the port of 
Batum, six hundred miles from Baku, 
but the places are connected by rail- 
way, also by an oil pipe line. From 
Batum in time of peace, the oil was 
shipped to all the ports of Europe. 

The British are in Baku to prevent 
the. oil falling into the hands of Ger- 
many, If the force is.too small to 
permanently hold the district, it can 
dismantle. the wells before retiring 
and so prevent Hun submarines be- 
ing fed on Baku oil. :

Wonderful Engineers 
In Olden Times 


Modern Works Not Comparable 
With Those of Ancients 


No engineering works of modern 
times compare in magnitude with 
those of the ancients. 

Consider a reservoir, to impound 
the waters of the Nile, tovering an 
area of 150 square miles, with a dam 
30-fect high and 13 miles long, The 
pyramids of Gizeh, constructed more 
than- 5,000 years ago, had granite 
blocks which were five feet square 
and 30 feet long, and were trans- 
ported: 500 miles. One of the tem- 
ples of Memphis was built of stones 
which were 13 feet square and 65 
feet long, and laid with close joints. 

The Appian Way from Rome to 
Capua was so well built ‘that after a 
thousand years its roadway was in 
perfect ¢ondition, ‘and, even now, 
after two thousand years, with slight 
repairs, is in use. The modern engi- 
neer would question these great ex- 
amples. . ina 

If ‘one could imagine cessation of 
life on this continent, and our mod- 
ern gngineering works subjected to 
the destructive forces .of time and 
Nature for a thousand years, what 
evidences of civilization would re- 
main? : 

Probably the most surprising and 
interesting of the older examples of 
engineering. are the inventions of Le- 
onardo da Vinci, as shown in his 
sketches. He seems to have lacked 
nothing but the application of me- 
chanical power to. produce the most 
of the typical machines of the pres- 
ent day. The. bellows-blast, jig-saw, 
lathe,, rolling mill, printing press, 
file cutting machine, trip hammer, 
sprocket chain, water. wheel, boring 
machine, rapid fire gun, spinning 
machine, side wheel boat, flying ma- 
chine, ¢tc. r, 

There was: an apparatus of .cylin- 
der, piston and valve by which Leo- 
nardo determined the rélative  vol- 
umes of steam and water; aslo-an at- 
mospheric engine, consisting of cyl- 
inder, piston and valve; by ‘which re- 
ciprocal motion was produced, 

The pity is that?in all his machin- 
ery requiring mechanical power, and 
in spite of his experiments hinting 
at.its application,-he still was ‘limit- 
ed to musctilar-effort, and it was not 
until the invention of Watt'that the 
mystic wand of mechanical, power 
initiated a transformation of the 
world and made a radical. change in 
the organization of man. 

“We look in vain for the applica- 
tion-of mechanical power by the an- 
cients, whose works scem almost im- 
possible without its assumption, but 
the stone reliefs showing the move- 
ment of large weights-by manual 
power indicate that probably the 
other did not exist,” says Mr, G. H. 
Pegram, president of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers.

| Siberia Still an 
Unknown Land 


Inhabitants More Independent Than 
European Russians 


Siberia, roughly speaking, covers 
an acra of about 4,784,034 square 
miles, and is nearly four times as 
large as Great Britain and Ireland, 

It is a land of vast rivers, and 
they form in many instances the only 
means of communication in the in- 
terior. 

They are generally very deep riv: 
ers; the Yenisel, Obi, Trtysh, Lena, 
Amur, and Argun are the most im- 
portant, and on their waters great 
fleets of steamers come and go, link- 
ing up the old posting station with 


the great railways, such as the 
Trans-Siberian, tans-Baikal, the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, and the 


Ussuri Railway. 

Much of the travelling to and from 
places which the railways still do 
\not. reach is'done by a long train of 
pack horses, with baggage run on the 
same lines as the caravan routes in 
Persia and the desert. 

The scenery along the ancient 
posting roads is magnificent, passing 
through deep valleys, between high 
mountains, then up, ever ascending 
steep mountains, then down again 
into forest-covered valleys, over riv- 
ers wading through marshes into 
which the horses sink up to their 
bodies, then through dense vegetd- 
tion where the air is full of humming 
insects, over the “Steppes, where 
great herds of horses and cattle wan- 
der about as they<like:’ The Tartar 
keepers round them up occasionally. 

There are wonderful old burial 
mounds- by the post roads in North- 
ern Mongolia and the Mimusinsk 
and Achinsk Steppes.| They are huge 
upright slabs of red sandstone, 40 
jfeet on a side and six feet high, Num- 
bers of skeletons have been found in 
the burial chambers of these pre-his- 
toric graveyards, and quaint’ bronze 
and copper ornaments have been dis- 
covered in them also, dating back to 
1,000 or perhaps 2,000 B.C. 

There are inland seas and 
lakes, the largest of which is Lake 
Baikal, which means “rich lake,” It 
is the deepest lake in the world, over 
6,500. feet in places, and its waters 
are extraordinarily . clear’ and ex- 
tremely cold; it abounds with fish. - 

Siberia, like all Russia, is a land 
of extremes, the coldest place in the 
world in winter, and the air very dry, 
but its short ~summer is very hot. 
Melons are Spare in the open on the 
steppes of imusinsk and Irkutsk, 
and in somie districts barley sown in 
May is is ripe by ‘the end of Aug- 
ust. * 

In Northern Siberia most of the 
land is covered with _ forests; which 

radually disappear into waste land 
rozen for the greater. part of the 
year and’ marshy in parts, In 
parts an enormous.quantity of corn, 
(summer wheat, rye; oats and bar- 
ley) ‘is raised,, and cattle and horse 
breeding and sheep rearing are other 
very profitable occupations, Hunt- 
ine qiid animals for their valuable 
furs is another large trade: ae 

Theré is an East and West in Rus* 
sia, a stumbling block and 
of: much rpléxity,! for?’ Kast and 
West find it hard to amalgamate, 
There was never serfdom in Siberia, 
excepting 8,000 peasants in Western 

iberia and 20,000 peasants who, be- 
longed>'to the emperor's niines, so 
its inhabitants are more independent 
in spirit than European Russians, To 
govern all these different races, with 
their diverse religions and . opinions 
has proved one of -the greatest prob- 
lems of the Russian government.

All mails for the Canadian expe- 
ditionary forces that are on _ active 
service at the front, whether pésted 
in the British Isles or received from 
Canada are at once forwarded: to the- 
vast army post office in London, and 
are immediately transferred to the 
Canadian eection. Here the mails 
are sorted out for the different Can- 


adian formations in England and 
France, the work being of a diffigult 
and important nature. Insufficlatly 


addressed matter, of which an enor- 
mous quantity is received, is inter- 
cepted and diverted to the postal sec- 
tion of the Canadian record office 
where the addresses are corrected 
and supplemented with the aid of the 
records by a detail of the Canadian 
Postal corps. The Canadian section 
of the home depot makes up bags for 
every large unit in the Canadian ex-° 
peditionary forces—no small task, 
taking into-consideration the number 
of Canadians now in the field. These 
bags are labelled, sealed and sent 
through intact to the mail orderly of 
the unit for which the contents are 
intended. 

Mails for Canadians at the front 
are despatched from London daily, 
arriving at a certain French port be- 
tween noon and 4 p.m. Mails for 
Canadian corps, divisional and bri- + 
gade headquarters are here intercept- 
ed and immediately despatched by 
motor lorry to the Canadian corps 
headquarters field post office, from *~ 
which delivery is effected to the vari- 
ous headquarters in the field on the 
same evening. This is known as an j 
express bag despatch and provides an 
accelerated service for important offi- 
cial correspondence by supply train, 
which leaves the port about midnight 


of the of receipt and arrives at 
the divisional railhead, about four q 
miles from the trenches, early next 


morning. An enormous weight of 
mail—many train-earloads daily—is 
received for the Canadian army 
corps. i 

The Relea diag, of the mail trucks 
is effected by what is known as “sup- 
ply column postal details,” each of 
which consists of a corporal and two 
men of the Canadian postal corps. 
Each divisional supply column s 
its postal detail, the non-commissig™*

The mails 
are, as a general rule, taken into the 
company commander’s dugout; where 
they are again sorted out for the var- 
ious’ platoons. The arrival of the 
mails in the trenches is hailed with 
delight by all ranks, from the colonel 
to the latest draft man.

The Value of Cotton

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Park of Guns 
Taken From Enemy 


Impressive Sight to Be Seen in Vicin- 
ity of Battlefield East of 
Amiens 


The most impressive sight to be 
seen now in the yicinity of the bat- 
tlefield to the east of Amieng is the 
park of artillery captured “by the 
Fourth Army, with which the Can- 
adians are incorporated, 

The total number of guns"of all 
sorts and sizes, from the German 
field gun up, numbered 219, These fig- 
ures by no means include the entire 
number of guns captured, as there are 
others yet to be brought in, 

Perhaps the most _ interesting 
pieces of the Canadian trophies are 
the high velocity 5.9-inch guns. 
These are naval guns of about forty- 
five calibres, with a range of twenty 
miles, and have been employed in 
shelling our back “areas, including 
shots at Amiens Cathedral. 

Taken in all the gtins are a very 
mixed lot, showing that the enemy 
has been forced through heavy losses 
to impress into service weapons 
twenty years old alongside of guns 
of the 1918 pattern. 

It has been impossible to keep a 
record of the machine guns captured, 
which have been passed through to 
the base ordnance to. be overhauled, 
but-they run into thousands) As for 
rifles, they come-in by the wagon 
load. All the artillery captured by 
the Canadian forces are serviceable 
except a few picces. 

Many of the guns firing German 
ammunition, were turned upon the 
boche before being parked. There 
is a vast store of enemy ammunition 
of all kinds, sufficient for thousands 
of rounds per gun. 

Almost every gun carries a legend 
similar to the following: - “Applica- 
tion for the award of this gun as 
trophy is being submitted by the 
Battalion,”

Army Bakeshops 


Eleven Million Loaves are Turned 
Out Every Week 


A correspondent writes from 
France; About six baker shops turn 
out the bread for the British army in 
France. I was in one of them yes- 
terday. Before the war, it was a 
German jute mill, It has not been 
deemed advisable to introduce ma- 
chinery—the floors would not stand 
the strain. 

Under the guidance of the master 
baker, I followed the flour of the 
Pritish army through all-the stages 
of labor and transformation, from the 
time it leaves the railway ‘siding just 
outside, until it returns there in the 
shape of bread. The only piece of 
machinery I saw was an escalator 
sort of thing on which the sacks of 
flour were raised to various floors 
above. 

At each landing place, Chinese la- 
borers removed and carried it, two 
sacks at a time (160 Ibs.) to the mix- 


ing rooms, where British Tommies, 
Australian, and United States sol- 
diers were doing the baking, while 


Chinamen carried the flour over the} 


floors to the mixers.

Army of Generals 


Every Soldi¢f Knew Fully Line of 
Battle Decided On 


“The Germans will attack us ~to- 
morrow at noon,” said Gen. Gouroud, 
in command in Champagne, to his 
soldiers on the evening of July 14. 
“We shall retreat to certain ~ posi- 
tigns*in our rear where we must hold 
at all costs.” ~ 
_ Gen, Gouroud enumerated the pos- 
jitions and when at daybreak the Ger- 
mans’ onslaught was launched every 
soldier in Gouroud’s army knew fully 
as well as his chief what plan of bat- 
tle had been decided upon. Each sol- 
dier understood that he would give 
ground all along the battle front for 
a depth running from four to five 
kilometers and-then halt, hold and 
fight, perhaps die, but that he must 
retreat no further, 

This is believed to be the first time 
in the history of the war that the 
commanding general took his soldiers 
into his confidence, elevating them 
to his own level by sharing. with 
them the innermost secrets of the 
plan ‘of battle. 

It was an army of generals that 
faced the German emperor's. soldiers 
when they started on what to them 
meant a jaunt to Paris, but through 
the genius of Foch, and the bravery 
of the allied soldiers, proved to be 
the first step of the return journey 
to Berlin, 

Acting under explicit orders from 
the high command, Gen. Gouroud es- 
tablished nests of machine guns 
jacross the whole of his battle line 
on the hills of Champagne. Every 
machine gun crew had been. instruct- 
Jed to remain at their posts and fight 
juntil swallowed up by the oncoming 
waves of the enemy, 

They did, remain, 
Some are languishing in German 
prisons, while others sleep on the 
slopes of the hills where they fell. 
Those who survived staggered back 
to their own lines, and Gen, Gouroud 
has recommended them for the Le- 
gion of Honor, 

Covering ground step by step, 
Jfighting bitterly every inch of the 
way under the protection of a hail 
of steel poured into the oncoming 
German hordes by the machine gun- 
ners out in front, Gen, Gouroud’s 
army began its. retreat about five 
o'clock in the morning of July 15, 
Every yard of ground, which was 
grudgingly evacuated, was made un- 
jinhabitable for the enemy, Every 
trench, every shell hole, every de- 
pression was filled with poison gases. 
In that strip of land, about  fiftten 
miles long. by three miles deep, no 
human being could breathe or live. 

In the sweltering heat and amid 
gases that kill even vegetation, three 
German divisions advanced. It is said 
that forty thousand Germans found 
graves in that part of the Cham- 
pagne. The supporting German divi- 
sions hesitated in their advance, then

Contradicts Popular | Belief 


Opened Can Foods Not Harmful 
After All? 


The popular belicf that canned 
foods wilt spol and even be danger- 
ous if left the tin after opening 
has been made the subject of a tech- 
nical investigation, the results of 
which are reported in the American 
Food Journal, ; 

Canned milk is usually kept in the 
tin until used up, sometimes for days, 
and shows no deterioration, and the 
result of academia! A tests demonstrat- 
ed that a tin can differs little from a 
tin. dish for keeping such foods, 
so far as wholesomeness is concern- 


e 

Cans of tomatoes, corn, string 
beans, sauerkraut, apples, pin ple, 
and pumpkin were opened and allow- 
ed to stand from one to three days, 
when the contents were examin 
chemically for increased acidity and 
the presence of tin and iron, as well 
as taste and odor. The increase in 
acidity was very slight in most cases, 
and the amounts of tin and fron in- 
finitesimal, while taste and odor were 
in most cases nor 

The investigator concludes that on 

eneral principles keeping canned 
oods in open tins is not good house- 
keeping, because the can with its 
jagged edge is not an attractive dish, 
cad food emptied into another 
can be kept to better advantage in 
cupboard and refrigerator. So far as 
wholesomeness concerned, how- 
ever, keeping such food in the cans 
in which they are beh Sie’ packed, 
after opening is not harmful in any 
way, he concludes,

foods in open metal containers, nor 
indeed to allow cooked foods to re- 
main exposed to the germ-laden air 
under any consideration,

The First Thanksgiving Day 


Kept by the People of Boston in 
1632 


It was in the early summer of 1632 
that Gov. Winthrop, of the Colony 
of Massachusetts Bay, made the 
first public proclamation for a day of 
thanksgiving, In a letter to Gov. 
Bradford, of Plymouth Colony, he 
related the good news just received 
from England as the occasion for 
observing such a day, and _ invited 
the neighboring colony to unite with 
the people under his own jurisdiction 
in the celebration of it. As the good 
news related as much to the Ply- 
mouth people as to the people of 
Boston, and as Winthrop’s words: 
“IT doubt not but you will consider if 
it be not fit for you to join it,” ex- 
press confidence in the action of Ply- 
mouth, it may be presumed, although 
we can find no distinct record of the 
fact, that the day was observed in 
common by the two colonies, At any 
rate the Boston people kept the day 
on the 19th of June, 1632, as we learn 
from the journal of Winthrop, ‘Thus 
the example of a day of thanksgiving 
was first set, which has since been 
followéd by so many of the common- 
wealths of the United States, and at 
last by the nation itself, 


Inventor of Torpedo 


Robert Whitehead, inventor of the 
Whitehead torpedo, was an English- 
man, from Bolton-le-Moors, in Lan- 
cashire, He was born in 1823, and 
died in 1905, Going to Italy, he set 
up for himself as an engineer at 
Milan, He then went to Austria, set- 
tling at Trieste in 1848, and at Binns 
in 1856.
